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On October 6, 2000, a new application was filed with the Patent and Trademark Office 
(PTO), including a completed application transmittal form, a complete copy of the application 
(including 14 sheets of drawings) and authorization to charge our deposit account for the filing 
fee, as set forth in the application transmittal paper. The Notice indicates that Figs. 5 A-5D were 
omitted from the application as filed. We believe this is erroneous. Figs. 5 A through 5D were in 
fact contained on sheet 7 of the drawings submitted.
